Wurrurg ſuch an Opinion be true, or falſe, it 


matters nouglit to me; for the World muſt allow, that 
( tho' no Alan has yet found out the perpetual Motion) 


all Men ever had, has now, and ever will have, a per- 


petual Notion: And ſurthermor e, we read that the fol- 
lowing Perſons, ſo much fam'd in Hiſtory, were not 


only poor Men, but many of them of a very mean Ex- 


traction. The wile Philoſopher Sccrates, was the Son 
of a poor Stone-Carver ; the tragic Poet Euripides, was 


the Son of poor Parents; as was De::o/thenes, the IIo- 
nour of Greek Eloquence; Virgil, the famous Latin 


Poet, was the Son of a poor Huntuan labouring Potter; 
Horace, the incomparable Lyric, was the Son of a 
Trumpeter in the Wars; Targuinius Priſcus, King of 


the Romans, was the Son of a Merchant; and Servius 


Tullius, another King of the Romans, was begotten on 


a Woman-Slave ; S Severus, is laid to come of 


a very 
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a very baſe Degree; Azathocles, King of Sicily, was a 
Potter's Son; /Elius Pertinax was a poor Artificer, or 
as ſome ſay a ſimple Seller of Wood; the Parents of 
Jenadius Baſſus, are ſaid to be very miſerable poor Peo- 
ple; and Arſaces, King of the Parthians, was of fo 
mean and obſcure Parentage that no Man's Memory 
could make a Report of his Father or Mother; P!olomy, 
King of Egypt, was the Son of a Squire in nne 
Army; the Emperor Liccleſtan, was the Son of a Scri- 
vener; the Emperor Falentinian, was the Son of a 
Rope-Maker ; the Emperor Probus, was the Son of a 
Gardener; and the Parents of Aurelius, were fo ob- 
ſcure that Writers have not agreed who they were; 
Maximinus was the Son of a Smith, or as ſome fay a 
Waggon- Wright ; Marcus Julius Liciuius, was the Son 
of a Herdſman; Bonoſus, was the Son of a poor ſtipen- 
dary Schoolmaſter; Mauritus Juſtinus, Predeceſſor to 

Juſtinian, and likewiſe Galerus, were both Shepherds; 
Pope John, the Twenty- ſecond of that Name, was the 
Son of a Shoe-maker; Pope Nicholas the Fifth, was 
the Son of a Man that ſold Eggs and Butter about the 

Streets; and Pope Sixtus the Fourth, was a Mariner's 
Son ; Lamuſius, King of the Lombards, was the Son of 
a common Strumpet, who (when he was an Infant) 
threw him into a Ditch, but was taken ont by King 
Agelmond ; Primiſlaus, King of Bohemia, was the Son 
of a country Peaſant ; Tamerlane the Great, was a Herdt- 
man; Caius Marius, ſeven Times Conſui of Rome, was 


born 
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born of poor Parents in the Village of Arpinum ; and 


Marcus Tullius Cicero, Conſul of Rome and Pro-Conſul 
in Afa, was from the poor Tuguriole of Arpinum, the 
meaneſt Parentage that could be; Ventidius, Field- 
Marſhal and Conſul of Rome, was the Son of a Mule- 


teer; and Theophraſtus was the Son of a Botcher, 1. e. 
— 2 Mender of Garments, Sc. 


1 nave heard of many others of later Date (not ſo 


far diſtant as Feguin *) that have been preferr'd to Places 
or Offices of great Truſt, and dignified with Titles of 
Honour, without having the leaſt Claim to Courage, 


Wir, Learning, or Honeſty ; therefore if ſuch Occur- 


rences be duly conſidered, I humbly conceive it will 
not be deem'd as a capital Offence, that I ſhould enter- 
tain my own perpetual Notion, while I do not endea- 


vour to difinherit any Man of his Properties, 


I pour I have tired the Reader's Patience; and if 


ſo, I humbly beg his Pardon for this long Digreſſion. 


But to return : While my Mind was wholly taken up 


with my fancied Superiority as an Hiſtorian, &c. 1 in- 
ſenſibly fell into a Slumber, when me-thought four 


Men entered my Room ; their Habits appeared to be of 


very ancient Faſhion, and their Language alſo I ima- 
gined to be either Hebrew, Arabic, or Chaldean, in 
which they addreſſed me, and ] immediately anſwered 


them

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them after the Pantomine Faſhion : After ſome formal 
| Ceremonies, I defired to know their Names and from 


whence they came; to which one of them anſwered _ 


me (in Engliſh) We are four Brothers, and came from 


the holy City of Jeriſalem; our Names are Shallum, 


Abiman, Akbub, and Talmon. Hearing they were So- 
journers from Jeruſalem, 1 aſked them whether they 
could give any Account of SOLOMON's TEM PLE; 
to which Shallum * (the chief of them) made Anſwer 
and ſaid, The wiſe KING SOLOMON, GRAN D- 
 MasTzR of Iſrael, appointed us head Porters at the 
Temple, in the thirty-ſecond Year of his Age, the 
twelfth of his Reign, and about the Year of the World 
2942 ; and therefore we can give a full and particular 
Deſcription of that wonderful Fabrick, and likewiſe of 
the ingenious Artiſts who perform'd it. 


Iwas glad to meet with ſuch Brethren, "WR whom 

I did expect a great deal of Knowledge; which the 
many Ages they had lived in muit have taught them, 
if their Memories did not fail: Upon this Confiloration 
J told them, that I was writing a Hiſtory of Mary: 
and beg'd their Aſſiſtance, Ec. 


Bo Hisrory of Maſonry ! (ay Aiman) from the 

Day of the Dedication of the IIoly Temple to this 

preſent Time, I have not ſeen a Hiſtory of Maſonry, 
| though 


4 Chron. ix. T7; 
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though ſome have pretended (not only) to deſcribe the 
Length, Breadth, Heighth, Weight, Colour, Shape, 
Form, and Subſtance of every Thing within and about 
the Temple; but alſo to tell the ſpiritual * Meaning of 
them, as if they knew the Mind of him who gave 
Orders for that Building, or ſeen it finiſhed : But I can 
aſſure you, that ſuch Surveyors have never ſeen the 

Temple, nay never have been within a thouſand Miles 
of Feruſalem +: Indeed (continued he) there was one 
Flavius (1 think he was a Soldier) took a great deal of 
Notice of the Temple, and other Matters about it ; as 
did another Man, called Jerry: There were two others 
whoſe Names I have forgot, but remember one of them 
was an excellent Dreamer 4, and the other was very 
handy in collecting all Manner of good Writings after 

the Captivity. 1 


THose were the only Men that have wrote moſt and 
beſt upon that Subject, and yet all their Works together 
would not be ſufficient for a Preface to the Hiſtory of 
Maſonry; but for your further Inſtruction, you ſhall 
hear an eminent Brother who can inform you in every 
Particular that is neceſſary to your preſent Undertaking. 
The Words were ſcarce ended, when there appeared a 
grave

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grave old Gentleman, with a long Beard; he was 
dreſſed in an embroidered Veſt, and wore a Breaſt- 
plate of Gold, ſet with twelve precious Stones, which 
formed an oblong Square : I was informed that the 
: Name of the Stones were Sardine, Emerald, Ligure, 
Beryl, Topas, Saphire, Agate, Onyx, Carbuncle, Dia- 
mond, Amethyſt, and Jaſper: Upon theſe Stones were 
engraved the Names of the twelve Tribes, viz. Reuben, 
Judab, Gad, Zebulun, Simeon, Dan, Aſher, Fo oſeph, 


. Levi,  Naphthals, Vacber, — Benjamin. 


U PoN his Entrance, the four Sojourners did him the 
Homage due to a Superior ; and as to me, the Luſtre 
of his Breaſt-Plate dazzled my Sight, in ſuch a Man- 
ner that I could ſcarce look at him. But Abiman give 
ing him to underſtand that the People of this Country 

were weak-ſighted, he immediately covered his Breaſt. 
Plate; which not only gave me an Opportunity of per- 
 ceiving him more diſtinct, but alſo of paying him my 
Reſpects in the beſt Manner I was capable of; and 

making a very low Bow, I preſented him with the 
firſt Volume of the Hiſtory of Maſonry, hoped he 
would do me the Honour of peruſing it, and beg'd his 
Advice for my further Proceedings: He kindly received 
it, and read it over, whilſt I impatiently waited to 
hear his Opinion ; which at laſt (to my Mortification) 
amounted to no more than an old Hebrew Proverb 


(which Abiman tranſlated thus; Thou haſt div d deep ; 


into 
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into the Water, and haſt brought up a Potfherd) : Never- 
theleſs he took me by the Hand, and ſaid *; My Son, if 
thou wilt thou ſhalt be taught, and if thou wilt apply 

thy Mind thou ſhalt be witty ; if thou love to hear thou 
ſhalt receive (Doctrine); and if thou delight in hearing 
thou ſhalt be wiſe : And although your Hiſtory of Ma- 
ſonry is not worth Notice, yet you may write many 
other Things of * Service to the Fraternity. 


Cxkral it is (continued he) that Free-Maſonry 
has been from the Creation (though not under that 
Name); that it was a divine Gift from Gop; that Cain 
and the Builders of Hs City were Strangers to the ſe- 
cret Myſtery of Maſonr that there were but four Ma- 
ſons in the World when the Deluge happened; that 
one of the four, even the ſecond Son of Noah, was 
not Maſter of the Art; that Nimrod, nor any of his 
Bricklayers, knew any Thing of the Matter; and that 
there were but very few Maſters of the Art (even) at 
Solomon's Temple: Whereby it plainly appears, that the 
whole Myſtery was communicated: to very few at that 
Time; that at Solomon's Temple (and not before) it 
received the Name of Free-Maſonry, becauſe the Ma- 
ſons at Jeruſalem and Tyre were the greateſt Cabaliſts . 
then in the World; that the Muy has been, for the 


moſt

+ People ſkilled in the Cabala, i. e. T: radition, their ſecret Science 
of expounding divine Myſteries, Cc. 
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moſt Part, practiſed amongſt Builders ſince Solomon's 
Time ; that there were ſome hundreds mentioned (in 

Hiſtories of Maſonry) under the Titles of Grand- 
M.,aſters, Cc. for no other Reaſon than that of giving 
Orders for the building of a Houſe, Tower, Caſtle, 
or ſome other Edifice (or perhaps for ſuffering the Ma 
ſons to erect ſuch in their Territories, &c.) while the 
Memories of as many Thouſands of the faithful Crafts 
are buried in Oblivion : From whence he gave me to 
underſtand, that ſuch Hiſtories were of no Uſe to the 
Society at preſent ; and further added, that the Manner 
ner of conſtituting Lodges, the old and new Regula- 
tions, &c. were the only and moſt uſeful Things (con- 
cerning Free-Maſonry) that could be wrote : To which 
I beg'd to be informed, whether Songs were to be in- 
troduced : His Anſwer was *: If thou be made the 
Maſter, lift not thyſelf” up; but be among them as one 
of the reſt : Take diligent Care for tem, and fo fit 
down.

In AVE not Words to expreſs the Kos, Grief 
Trouble, and Vexation I was in, upon ſeeing the 


: Cataſtrophe of a Work which 1 expected would out- ; 
laſt the Teeth of Time. 


Lixk one diſtracted (as in Truth I was) I ran to the 
Owner of the Dog, and demanded immediate Satisfac- 
tion: He told me he would hang the Cur ; but at the 
ſame Time he imagined I ſhould be under more Ob- 


ligation to him for fo doing, than he was to me for 
what had happened. 


1 ſhort, I looked upon it as a bad Omen; and my 
late dream had made ſo great an Impreſſion on my 
Mind, that Superſtition got the better of me, and 
cauſed me to deviate from the general Cuſtom of my 
worthy Predeceſſors; otherwiſe I would have publiſhed 
a Hiſtory of Maſonry : And as this 1s rather an acci- 


dental than a deſigned Fault, I hope the Reader will 
look over it with af: avourable Eye. 


IN the following Sheets I have inſerted nothing but 
what are undeniable Truths, which will be Cond ( if 
oblerved) to be of gr cat Uſe to the Fraternity, ery 
likew He to > Number: that are not of the Society; to the 


latter, 
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latter, becauſe it will (in ſome Meaſure) ſhow them 
their Folly in ridiculing a Society founded upon Reli- 
gion, Morality, Brotherly-Love, and good F cllowthip 
and to thoſe of a more gentle and better poliſhed Na- 
ture, give them an Opportunity of examining them- 
ſelves, and judging how much they are endued with 
the neceſſary Qualifications of a Free-Maſon, before 
they apply to be made Members of the Society.

Oxt of the principal Parts that makes a Man be 
deemed wiſe, is his intelligent Strength and Ability 
to cover and conceal ſuch honeſt Secrets as are com- 
mitted to him, as well as his own ſerious Affairs. 


And whoever will peruſe ſacred and profane Hiſtory, 
ſhall find a great Number of virtuous Attempts (in 


Peace and War) that never reached their defigned 
Ends, but were ſhaken into Shivers and defeated, 


only through Defe& of ſecret Concealment ; and 


yet, beſides ſuch unhappy Prevention, infinite Evils 


have thereby enſued, But before all other Examples, 


E 


let 
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let us conſider that which excels all the reſt, deriv'd 
ever from God himſelf. Who ſo eſpecially preſerves 
his own Secrets to himſelf, never letting any Man 
know what ſhould happen on the Morrow ; nor 
could the wile Men in Ages paſt, divine what ſhould 
befall us in this Age: Whereby we may readily diſ- 
cern, that God himſelf is well pleaſed with Secrecy. 
And although (for Man's good) the Lord has been 
pleaſed to reveal ſome Things, yet it is impoſſible at 
any Time to change or alter his Determination, in 
regard whereof the reverend wiſe Men of ancient 
Times, evermore affected to perform their Intentions 
ſecretly. 
Wr read that Cato the Cenſor often faid to his 
Friend s, that of three Things he had good Reaſon 
to repent, if ever he neglected the true Performance 


of all or any one of them: The firſt, if he divulged 


any Secret; the ſecond, if he adventured on the 
Water when he might ſtay on dry Land; and 
thirdly, if he ſhould let any Day neglectedly eſcape. 


hum without doing ſome good Action. The latter 


two are well worthy of Obſervation; but the firſt 
concerns our preſent Undertaking. Alexander hav- 
ing received divers Letters of great Importance from 
his Mother, after he had read them, in the Preſence 
of none but his dear Friend Epbeſtion and himſelf, 
he drew forth his Signet which ſealed his moſt pri- 
vate Letters, and without ſpeaking ſet it upon Epbe- 
ions Lips; intimating thereby, that he in whoſe

AMONG the reſt it may not be diſagreeable to the 

Reader to peruſe the following Story, as told by 
Alius Gellius in his Atti Ck N 7 gots, and by Macro- 
| bius in his Saturnals. 
Tux Senators of He, at their wha) ſitting 1 in 
the Senate-Houſe, had conſtituted a Cuſtom among 
' themſelves, that each Brother Senator who had a 
Son, ſhould be admitted with his Father to abide in 
the Senate-Houſe during their fitting, or depart if 
Occaſion required; nor was this Favour general, 
but extended only to Noblemens Sons, who were 
tutored in ſuch a Manner as enabled them to become 
| wiſe Governors, capable of keeping their own Se- 
crets. About this Time it happened that the Sena- 
tors ſat in Conſultation of a very important Cauſe, fo 
that they ſtayed much longer than uſual, and the 
Concluſion referred to the following Day, with ex- 
preſs Charge of Secrecy in the mean Time. Among 
the other Noblemens Sons who had been at this 
weighty Buſineſs, was that faithful Youth the Son of 
the grave Papirius, whoſe Family was one of the 
moſt noble and illuſtrious in all Rome. 


Tur young Lad being come home, his Mother 


(as moſt of the Fair-Sex, are highly affected with 
| Novelty) intreated him to tell her what ſtrange Caſe 
had been that Day debatcd in the Senate, that had 
Power to detain them fo long beyond their uſual 
Hour : The virtuous and noble Youth courtiouſly 


11 told 
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told her that it was a Buſineſs not in his Power to 
reveal, he being in a ſolemn Manner commanded to 
Silence: Upon hearing this Anſwer, her Deſires be- 
came more earneſt in ſtricter Enquiries into the Caſe, 
and nothing but Intelligence thereof could any way 
content her: So that firſt by fair Speeches and En- 
treaties, with liberal Promiſes, ſhe endeavoured * to 
break open this poor little Caſket of Secrecy : But 
finding thoſe Efforts in vain, to Stripes and violent 
Threats was her next Flight; becauſe Force may 
compel, where Lenity cannot. 

Tur admired noble Spirit finding a Mother's 
Threats to be very harſh, but her Stripes more bitter 
than any Thing beſide ; comparing his Love to her 

as his Mother, with the Duty he owed to his Fa- 

ther; the one mighty, but the other impulſive ; he 
lays her and her fond Conceit in one Scale; his Fa- 
ther, his own Honour, and the folemn Injunctions 
to Secrecy, in the other Scale; and finding her in- 
trinſic Weight as being his Mother, but lighter than 

Wind being thus gone out of herſelf. Whetting 

his tender Wit upon the ſandy Stone of her edging 

Importunity, to appeaſe her, and preſerve his own 

Honour by remaining faithful, he thus reſolved 

her. 

Mapa, and dear Mother, you may well blame 

the Senate for their long ſitting, at leaſt for calling 

in Queſtion a Caſe ſo impertinent; for except the 

Wives of the Senators be admitted to conſult there- 

on, there can be no Hope of a Concluſion: I ſpeak 

this 
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but out of my young Apprehenſion, for I know 
their Gravity may eaſily confound me; and yet, 
whether Nature or Duty ſo inſtruct me, I cannot 
tell: But to them it ſcems neceſſary, for the Increaſe 
of People, and for the public Good, that every Se- 
nator ſhould be allowed two Wives ; or otherwiſe, 
their Wives two Huſbands: I ſhall hardly under 
one Roof call two Men by the Name of Father; I 
had rather call two Women by the Name of Mother. 
This is the Queſtion, Mother; and To-morrow it 
muſt have Determination. A; 1 
Tux Mother hearing this, and his ſeeming un- 
willing to reveal it, took it for infallible Truth: Her 
Blood was quickly fired, and Rage enſued. I need 
not put the Reader in mind that ſuch ſudden Heats 
ſeldom admit of Confideration ; but on the contrary, 
hurry the Senſes and Faculties further to Raſhneſs, 
and other Follies; by which they are rendered in- 
capable of doing themſelves ſuch good Actions, or 
Service, as their Caſe often require: So without re- 
quiring any other Counſel, ſhe immediately ſent to 
the other Ladies and Matrons of Rome, to acquaint 
them with this weighty Aﬀair, wherein the Peace 
and Welfare of their whole Lives was ſo nearly 
concerned. This melancholy News blew up ſuch a 
brain-fick Paſſion, that the Ladies immiediately aſ- 
ſembled; and though (ſome falſely ſay) that a Parlia- 


ment of Women are very ſeldom governed by one 


Speaker, yet this Affair being fo urgent, the Haſte | 


as pertinent, and the Caſe (on their Behalt ) meerly 


in- 
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indulgent, the revealing Woman muſt prolocute for 
Herſelf and the reſt. And on the next Morning ſuch 
a Din was at the ſenate Door, for Admiſſion to fit 
with their Huſbands in this wonderous Conſultation, 
as if all Rome had been in an Uproar. Their Minds 


muſt not be known before they have Audience; 


which (though againſt all Order) being granted, 


ſuch an Oration was made by the Woman Speaker, 
Vuith Requeſt that Women might have two Huſbands 


rather than Men two Wives, who could ſcarcely con- 
tent one, &c. Upon the Riddle's Solution, the noble 
Youth was highly commended for his Fidelity, and 
the Ladies greatly confounded, and departed very 
likely with .bluſhing Cheeks. Nevertheleſs, to avoid 
the like Inconveniency for the future, it was deter- 
mined that thence forward they ſhould bring their 
Sons no more into the Senate; only young Papirius, 
who was freely accepted, and his Secrecy and diſ- 
creet Policy not only applauded, but himſelf with 
Titles of Honour dignified and rewarded. 
No ſhould we forget the faithful Anaxarchus 
(as related by Pliny, in his ſeventh Book and twenty- 
third Chapter) who was taken in order to force his 
Secrets from him, bit his Tongue in the Midſt be- 
tween his Teeth, and afterwards threw it in the 
_ Tyrant's Face. 
Tux Athenians had a 1 it Braſs, which they 


bowed to ; ; the Figure was made without a Tongue, 
04 declare Secrecy .

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LixEw1sE the Egyptians worſhipped Harpccrates, 
che God of Silence; for which Reaſon he is always 
pictured holding his Finger on his Mouth” 

THE Romans had a Goddeſs of Silence named 
Angerona, which was pictured like Harpocrates, 


holding her Finger on her Mouth, in Token of 
SECTECY. 


Tux Servants of Plancus are much commended, "TR 
| becauſe no Torment could make them confeſs the 


Secret which their Maſter intruſted them with. 

| LikEw1sE the Servant of Cato the Orator was 
cruelly tormented, but nothing could make him re- 
veal the Secrets of his Maſter. 

Quintus Curtius tells us, that the Perſians held ; it 
as an inviolable Law to puniſh moſt grieviouſly (and 
much more than any other Treſpaſs) him that diſ- 
covered any Secret ; for Confirmation thereof, he, 
fays that King Darius, being vanquiſhed by Alexander, 
had made his Eſcape ſo far as to hide himſelf where 
he thought he might reſt ſecure ; no Tortures what- 
ſoever, or liberal Promiſes of Recompence, could 

prevail with the faithful Brethren that knew it, or 
| compel them to diſcloſe it to any Perſon : And fur- 
thermore fays, that no Man ought to commit any 
Matter of Conſequence to * that cannot truly keep 
a Secret. 
| Horace, amon g his continual Laws, would have 
every Man keep ſecret whatſoever was done or ſaid: 
For this Reaſon the Athenians were wont (when 
they met at any F eaſt) that the moſt ancient among 

them 
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them ſhould ſhew every Brother the Door whereat 
they entered, ſaying, Take Heed that not ſo much 

as one Word paſs out from hence, of whatſoever 
ſhall here be acted or ſpoken. 

Tux firſt Thing that Pythagoras taught his Scho- 
lars was to be filent, therefore (for a certain Time) 
he kept them without ſpeaking, to the End that 

they might the better learn to preſerve the valuable 


gecrets he had to communicate to them, and never 


to ſpeak but when Time required, expreſſing there- 
by that Secrecy was the rareſt Virtue: Would to God 
that the Maſters of our preſent Lodges would put 
the ſame in Practice. 

 Ariſiotle was demanded what Thing appeared 
enoſt difficult to him; he anſwered, to be ſecret and 
ſilent. 

To this Purpoſe St. iis. in his Offices, 
placeth among the principal Foundations of Virtue, 
the patient Gift of Silence. 


THE wiſe King Solomon ſays in his ws that 


2 King ought not to drink Wine, becauſe Drunken- 


neſs 1s an Enemy to Secrecy ; and in his Opinion, 
he is not worthy to reign that cannot keep hss own 
Secrets ; he farthermore ſays, that he which diſcovers 
Secrets is a Traitor, and he. that conceals them is a 
faithful Brother : He likewiſe ſays, that he that re- 
fraineth his Tongue is wiſe: And again, he that 
keeps his Tongue, keeps his Soul. I could men- 
tion many other Circumſtances of the Excellency of 
Secrecy ; and I dare venture to ſay that the greateſt 
LS Honour, 


— 
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Honour, Juſtice, Truth, and Fidelity, has been al- 
ways found amongſt thole who could keep their 


own and others Secrets; and this is moſt nobly ſet 
forth by yore, who tos ad : 


| The Man reſol d * ſteady to his Truſt, 
Inflexible to Ill, and obſtinately juſt; 
May the rude Rabble's Inſolence aſpiſe, 
Their ſenſeleſs Clamours and tumultuous Cries; ; 

The Tyrant's Fierceneſs he beguiles,

frrior to all other Men, in concealing their Secrets, 


from Times immemorial ; which the Power of Gold, 


that often has betrayed Kings and Princes, and ſome- 
times overturned whoie Empires, nor the moſt cruel 
Puniſhments could never extort the Secret (even) 
from the weakeſt Member of the whole Frater- 


nity. 
Tuzrrrors I humbly preſume it will of Conſe-

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meet ſome very miſerable, others very great Knaves, 
and a number of ignorant, illiterate, ſtupid Fools of 
the Society; or at leaſt would endeavour to make the 
World believe ſo. This ſhall be duly conſidered, 
and anſwered, in its proper Place hereafter. In the 
mean Time I am well aſſured, that none but Stran- 
gers to the Craft, and ungenerous Enemies to good ; 
Society, will doubt the Veracity of what is here in- 
ſerted concerning Free-Maſonry. And for further 
Satisfaction to my female Readers, and ſuch of the 
male Sex as have not the Honour pf being initiated 
into the Myſtery, I here beg Leave to treat of the 
Principles of the Craft (fo far as comes under the 
Limitation of my Pen) which I hope will meet with 
a juſt Admiration, becauſe they are founded upon 
Religion, Morality, Brotherly-Love, and good Fel- 
lowſhip. 
AMasox is obliged by his Tenure to believe 
firmly in the true Worſhip of the eternal God, as 
well as in all thoſe ſacred Records which the Digni- 
taries and Fathers of the Church have compiled and 
publiſhed for the Uſe of all good Men: So that no 
one who rightly underſtands the Art, can poſſibly 
tread in the irreligious Paths of the unhappy Liber- 

tine, or be induced to follow the arrogant Profeſſors 

of Atheiſm or Deiſm; neither is he to be ſtained 
with the groſs Errors of blind Superſtition, but may 
have the Liberty of embracing what Faith he ſhall 
think proper, provided at all Times he pays a due 
| Re- 
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Reverence to his Creator, and by the World deals 
with Honour and Honeſty, ever making that golden 
Precept the Standard-Rule of his Actions, which 
engages, To do unto all Men as he would they 
ſhould do unto him: For the Craft, inſtead of en- 


tering into idle and unneceſſary Diſputes concerning 


the different Opinions and Perſuaſions of Men, ad- 

mits into the Fraternity all that are good and true; 
whereby it hath brought about the Means of Re- 
conciliation amongſt Perſons, who, without that A{- 
ſiſtance, would have remained at perpetual Vari- 
ance. 

A Mason is a Lover of Quiet ; ; 1s always ſubject 
to the civil Powers, provided they do not infringe 
upon the limited Bounds of Religion and Reaſon : 
And it was never yet known, that a real Craftſman 
was concerned in any dark Plot, Defigns, or Con- 
trivances againſt the State, becauſe the Welfare of 
the Nation is his peculiar Care; fo that from the 
| higheſt to the loweſt Step of Magiſtracy due Regard 
and Deference is paid by him. 

Bur as Maſonry hath at ſeveral Times felt the 
injurious Effects of War, Bloodſhed, and Devaſta- 
tion, it was a ſtronger Engagement to the Craft({- 
men to act agreeable to the Rules of Peace and 
Loyalty, the many Proofs of which Behaviour hath 
occaſioned the ancient Kings and Powers to protect 
and defend them. But if a Brother ſhould be ſo far 
. as to rebel againſt the State, he would mect 


with i 
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with no Countenance from his Fellows; nor would 

they keep any private Converſe with him, whereby 
the Government might have Cauſe to be jealous, or 
take the leaſt Umbrage. 

A Mason, in Regard to himſelf, is carefully to 

avoid all Manner of Intemperance or Exceſs, which 

might obſtruct him in the Performance of the ne- 


EZ ; oeſſary Duties of his laudable Profeſſion, or lead him 


into any Crimes which would reflect Dichonour upon 
the ancient Fraternity. 
Hx is to treat his Inferiors as he would have his 
Superiors deal with him, wiſely conſidering that the 
Original of Mankind is the ſame; and though Ma- 
ſonry diveſts no Man of his Honour, yet does the 
Craft admit that ſtrictly to purſue the Paths of Vir- 
tue, whereby a clear Conſcience may be preſerved, 
is the only Method to make any Man noble. 
A Maso is to be fo far benevolent, as never to 
ſhut his Ear unkindly to the Complaints of wretched 
Poverty; but when a Brother is oppreſſed by Want, 
he is in a peculiar Manner to liſten to his Sufferings 
with Attention ; in Conſequence of which, Pity 


muſt flow from his Breaſt, and Relief without Pre- 


judice according to his Capacity. 

A Masox is to pay due Obedience to the Pas 
thority of his Maſter and preſiding Officers, and to 
behave himſelf meekly amongſt his Brethren ; nei- 
ther neglecting his uſual Occupation for the Sake of 
Company. in running from one Lodge to another; 


NOT 
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nor quarrel with the ignorant Multitude, for their 
rediculous Aſperſions concerning it: But at his lei- 
ſure Hours he is required to ſtudy the Arts and 


| Sciences with a diligent Mind, that he may not only 


perform his Duty to his great Creator, but alſo to 
his Neighbour and himſelf: For to walk humbly in 
the Sight of God, to do Juſtice, and love Mercy, 
are the certain Characteriſtics of a Real Free and 
Accepted Ancient Maſon : Which Qualifications I 1 
| humbly hope they will poſſeſs to the End of Time; 
and I dare venture to ſay, that every true Brother 
> will) join with me in, Amen. 


Tux Benefits ariſing from a ſtrict Obſervance of 
the Principles of the Craft, are fo apparent that I 
muſt believe every good Man would be fond to 
profeſs and practiſe the ſame ; becauſe thoſe Princi- 
ples tend to promote the Happineſs of Life, as they 
are founded on the Baſis of Wiſdom and Virtue. 
In the firſt Place; our Privileges and Inſtruc- 
tons, when rightly made Uſe of, are not only pro- 
ductive of our Welfare on this Side of the Grave, 

but even our cternal Happineſs hereafter. 

For the Craft is founded on ſo ſolid a Baſis that 
it will never admit Blaſphemy, Lewdneſs, Swearing, 
Evil-Plotting, or Controverſy ; and tho' they are not 
all of the ſame Opinion in Matters of Faith, yet they 
are ever in one Mind in Matters of Maſonry ; that is, 
to labour juſtly, not to eat any Man's Bread for

N ought, but to the utmoſt of our Capacity to love 
and ſerve each other, as Brethren of the ſame Houſ- 
hold ought to do: Wiſely judging, that it is as great 
an Abſurdity in one Man to quarrel with another be- 
cauſe he will not believe as he does, as it would be 
in him to be angry becauſe he was not exactly of 
the ſame Size and Countenance, &c. 
THEREFORE to afford Succour to the Diſtreſſed, 

to divide our Bread with the induſtrious Poor, and 
to put the miſguided Traveller into his Way, are 
Qualifications inherent in the Craft and ſuitable to its 
Dignity, and ſuch as the worthy Members of that 
great Body have at all Times ſtrove with indefarigable 
Pains to accompliſh. 

Tuxsk and ſuch like Benefits, ariſing from a ſtrict 
Obſervance of the Principles of the Craft (as Num- 
bers of Brethren have lately experienced) if duly 

conſidered, will be found not only to equal but ta 
exceed any Society in being. 

Ir ſo, the worthy Members of this great and moſt 
uſeful Society, can never be too careful in the Elec- 
tion of Members; I mean, a thorough Knowledge 
of the Character and Circumſtance of a Candidate 


that begs to be initiated into the * ſtery of Free- 
Maſonry. 


Uro this dads the Welfare or Deſtruction 
of the Craft; for as Regularity, Virtue, and Con- 
cord, are the only Ornaments of human Nature, 
{which i is often too one to act in different Capaci- 

| ties) 
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ties) ſo that the Happineſs of Life depends, in a 
great Meaſure, on our own Election and a prudent 
Choice of thoſe Steps. 

Fox human Society cannot ſubſiſt without Con- 
cord, and the Maintenance of mutual good Ofli- 
ces; for, like the working of an Arch of Stone, it 
would fall to the Ground provided one Piece did not 
properly ſupport another. 

I former Times every Man (at his Requeſt) was 
not admitted into the Craft, (tho' perhaps of a good 
and moral Reputation) nor allowed to ſhare the Be- 
nefits of our ancient and noble Inſtitution, unleſs he 
was endued with ſuch Skill in Maſonry, as he might 
thereby be able to improve the Art, either in Plan or 
Workmanſhip ; or had ſuch an Affluence of For- 
tune as ſhould enable him to employ, honour, and 
protect the Craftſmen. 
I would not be unferſtood, by this, to mean that 
no reputable Tradeſmen ſhould receive any of our 
Benefits; but, on the contrary, am of Opinion that 
they are valuable Members of the Commonwealth, 
and often have proved themſclves real Ornaments to 
Lodges. . 
Tuosx whom I aim at, are the miſerable Wretches 
of * (often introduced by excluded Men *) 
D 2 ſome 


5 That i is, Men excluded from their J. cdges for Miſdemen- 
nors, &c. who (find: ing themſelves deemed unworthy of ſo noble 
a Society) ftill endeavour to make the reſt of Mankind believe, 
that they are good and true, and have full Power and Authority

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ſome of whom can neither read nor write ; and when 
(by the Aſſiſtance of Maſonry) they are admitted in- 
to the Company of their Betters, they too often act 
beyond their Capacities; and under Pretence of 
ſearching for Knowledge, they fall into Scenes of 
 Gluttony or Drunkenneſs, and thereby neglect their 
_ neceſſary Occupation and injure their poor Families, 
who imagine they have a juſt Caule to pour out all 
their Exclamations and Invectives againſt the whole 
Body of Free-Maſonry, without conſidering or know-_ 
ing that our Conſtitutions and Principles are quite 
oppoſi te to ſuch baſe Proceedings. 

HxkE I think it neceſſary to put in a Word of 
Advice to {ome who may have an Inclination to be- 
come Members of this ancient and honourable So- 
ciety: Firſt, they are to underſtand that no Man 
can be made a regular Free-Maſon, but ſuch as are 
| free irem Bondage, of mature Age, upright in Body 
and Limbs, and endued with the neceſſary Senſes of 
a Man : This his bcen the general Cuſtom of Ma- 
ſons, in all Ages and N tions, throughout the known

to admit, enter, and make Free-Maſons, when and whereſoever 
they pleaſe, &c. Theſe Traders, (though but few in Number) 
| aſſociate together, and for any mean Conſideration admit any 
Perſon to what little they know of the Craft, Little I ſay, for I 
honeſily aſſure my Readers, that no Man who rightly underſtands 
the Craft, can be ſo blind as to trample over its ancient Land- 
marks ; therefore all Victuallers, &g. ought to be very cautious 
of entertaining ſuch, from whom neither Benefit nor Credit can 
be exe ded.

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To this I beg Leave to add a Word or two: The 
Perſons to whom I now ſpeak, are Men of ſome 
Education, and an honeſt Character; but in low 
Circumſtances : I ſay, let them firſt conſider their 
Income and Family, and know that Free-Maſonry 
requires Ability, Attendance, and a good Appear- 
ance, to maintain and ſupport its ancient and ho- 
nourable Grandeur. I could fay a great deal more 
on this Point, but I think the Regulations are ſuf- 
ficient, and therefore refer the Reader to the Peruſal 
of them. 

Tur next Thing to be conſidered is ; the Choice of 
Officers to rule and govern the Lodge, according to 
the ancient and wholeſome Laws of our Conſtitution; 
and this is a Matter of great Concern, for the Offi- 
cers of a Lodge are not only bound to advance and 
promote the Welfare of their own particular Lodge, 
but alſo whatſoever may tend to the Good of the 
_ Fraternity in general. Pp 

THEREFORE no Man ought to be nominated or 
put in ſuch Election, but ſuch as by his known Skill 
and Merit, is deemed worthy of Performance, v:z. 
He muſt be well acquainted with all the private and 
public Rules and Orders of the Craft; he ought to 

| be ſtrictly honeſt, humane of Nature, patient w In- 

Juries, modeſt in Converſation, grave in Counſel and 

Advice, and (above all) conſtant | in Amity and faith- 

ful in m. 


SUuce 
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Sven Candidates well deſerve to be choſen the 
Rulers and Governors of their reſpective Lodges, to 
whom the Members are to be courteous and obe- 
dient, and, by their wiſe and ancient Dictates, may 
learn to diſpiſe the over-covetous, impatient, conten- 
tious preſumptious, arrogant, and conceited Prattlers, 
the Bane of human Society. 
HRE I cannot forbear ſaying, that I have known 
Men whoſe Intentions were very honeſt, and with- 
out any evil deſign commit great Errors, and ſome- 
times been the Deſtruction of good Lodges; and 
this occaſioned by their Brethren hurrying them in- 
diſcreetly into Offices, wherein their ſlender Know- 
ledge of Maſonry rendered them incapable of exe- 
cuting the Buſineſs committed to their Charge, to 
the great Detriment of the Craft and their own 
Diſhonour. 

AMoxcsT the Qualities and Principles of the 
raft, I have given a Hint concerning the Behaviour 
of a Maſon in the Lodge, to which I beg he may 
add the few following Lines, vig. he is to pay due 
Reſpect, and be obedient (in all reaſonable Matters) 
to the Maſter and preſiding Officers: He muſt not 
curſe, ſwear, nor offer to lay Wagers; nor uſe any 
Jewd or unbecoming Language, in Derogation of 

GOD's Name, and Corruption of good Manners ; 
nor behave himſelf ludicrouſly, nor jeſtingly, while 
the Lodge is engaged in what is ſerious and ſolemn: 

Nether 3 is he to introduce, ſupport, nor mention any 


Diſ- 
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Diſpute or Controverſy about Religion or Politicks ; 
nor force any Brother to cat, drink, or ſtay againſt 
his Inclination ; nor do or ſay any Thing that may 
be offenſive, or hinder a free and innocent Conver- 
ſation ; leaſt he ſhould break the good Harmony, and 
defeat the laudable Deſigns and Purpoſes, of the an- 


cient and honourable Fraternity. 


AND I honeſtly recommend F ree-Maſonry, as the 
moſt ſovereign Medicine to purge out the above, or 
ſuch other Vices; and regular Lodges, as the only 
Seminaries where Men (in the moſt pleaſant and 
cleareſt Manner) may hear, underſtand, and learn 
their Duty to God; and alſo to their Neighbours, 
And this without the Multiplicity of ſpiteful and 
malicious Words, long Arguments, or fierce De- 
| bates ; which have been made Ute of, among miſ- 
taken Mortals, upwards of a thouſand Years paſt : 
And inſtead of uniting Men in one facred Band (as 
the Servants of God, and Brethren of the ſame Houſ- 
hold) have divided them into as many different Opi- 
| ions, as there were (not only Languages, but even) 

Men at the Confuſion of Babel. : 
4s to the Behaviour of the Brethren when out of 
Lodge, I hope the ſhort Space between each Lodge- 

Night will not admit of Forgetfulneſs of the De- 


cency and good Decorum obſerved in the Lodge, 


which may ſerve them as an unerring Rule for their 
Behaviour and Conduct in all other Companies and 
Places; and like the worſhipful diſcreet Maſter of a 
LON. 
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Lodge, rule, govern, and inſtruct their Families at 
home in the Fear of God and Love of their Neigh- 
bours, while they themſelves imitate the Member's 
Obedience, &c. in paying due Reſpect to thei Su- 
periors. 


3 Tuxsk few Hints may ſerve to put the Brethren 
in Mind of the Duty incumbent on them as Free- 


M aſons; and likewiſe, how to behave themſelves in 


ſuch a Manner as may be acceptable to God, agree- 
able to the Principles of Maſonry, and much to 
their own Honour : But for further Satisfaction to 
my Readers in general, I ſhall here inſert the ſeve- 
ral old Charges of Free and Accepted Maſons.
